Happy Rockefeller Doing Well 


After Removal Of Cancerous Breast

NEW YORK (UPI) - Sur­ 
geons have removed Margaret - 
ta 
“ Happy” 
R ockefeller’s 
cancerous left breast and rated 
her chances for survival as 
excellent. The wife of vice 
president-designate 
Nelson 
Rockefeller 
had 
found 
the 
malignancy 
by 
herself 
two 
weeks ago. 
Doctors operated on her for 
four-and-a-half hours at Sloan- 
Kettering Institute Thursday, 
performing what was described 
as a “modified radical mastec­ 
tomy.” 
The attending surgeon, Dr. 
Jerome A. Urban, told a news 
conference that Mrs. Rockefel­ 
ler’s “chances are excellent for 
a full recovery —over 90 per 
cent in 10 years.” 
He added: "The cancer had 
not spread to the lymph nodes. 
I feel I got all of it, I reallv 
do.” 
Urban described the 48-year- 
old Mrs. Rockefeller as “a 
sturdy, wonderful woman.” He 
said there appeared to be no 
complications and said she was 
in excellent condition. 
The former New- York gover­ 
nor looked tired and depressed 
as he told reporters earlier in 
the day: 
“Gentlemen, you’re not going 
to believe what I have to tell 
you. Happy has just had a 
radical mastectomy of the left 
breast.” 
Rockefeller declined to specu­ 
late on how the surgery would 
affect 
his 
political 
future, 
telling a questioner: ”1 think at 


this time, perhaps all of us 
should think 
about 
Happy s 
future, which is the one concern 
I have.” 
Urban said a biopsy per­ 
formed Thursday morning re­ 
vealed a carcinoma less than 
two centim eters in diam eter 
and two smaller modules that 
were found to he cancerous. 
He and two other surgeons, 
Drs. Edward J Beattie Jr. and 
Roy Ashikari, then performed 
the mastectomy. 
Urban said he informed Mrs. 
Rockefeller after the surgery 
was complete that the cancer 
had not spread. He said she 
replied: "Oh, thank goodness.” 
Asked whether he felt a full 
mastectomy 
was 
necessary, 
Urban said he believed it was 
and 
he 
would 
continue 
to 
perform such operations “until 
we get more information on 
this subject.” 
Urban said Mrs. Rockefeller 
discovered suspicious lumps in 
her breast by self examination 
and X -rays were taken last 
Friday by her gynecologist. Dr. 
Arthur V. Greeley. 
She 
entered 
the 
hospital 
Wednesday. Mrs. Rockefeller’s 
surgery came less than a week 
after President 
Ford's wife 
Betty left a hospital following a 
similar operation for removal 
of the right breast. 
The 
first 
lady 
issued 
a 
statement at the White House 
Thursday 
saying 
she 
was 
“deeply distressed” when she 
received the news of 
Mrs. 
Rockefeller’s operation. 
“I’m sure that the love of her 


family, 
the 
prayers of 
the 
entire nation and her inner 
strength 
will 
be 
of 
great 
sustenance during this time,” 
Mrs. Ford said. 
“I only wish 1 could be by 
her

When President Ford learned 
of the news, he referred to his 
wife's recent surgery, and said:

Ford Denies Suspicions Of “Deal

Chief trial prosecutor Jam es 
F„ Neal said that today, the 
13th day of the Watergate 
cover-up trial, he would play 
tapes of Nixon's conversations 
with Dean on March 17 and 21, 
1973 —about the tim e the 
Watergate cover-up began to 
unravel. 
During the March 21 meeting, 
the young White House counsel 
gave Nixon the details of the 
Watergate cover-up and w ar­ 
ned, “We have a cancer — 
within —close to the presiden­ 
cy...,” 
Dean testified at the Senate 
Watergate hearings that during 
the March 17 meeting he and

FORT WAYNE, Ind. (UP!) — A Teen-ager identified 
as a member of a Marion motorcycle gang was in serious 
condition at Lutheran hospital here Thursday after his 
motorcycle blew up late Wednesday night when he ap­ 
parently tried to remove explosives attached to it.

Home Loan Money Bill Signed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford today signs 
a $7.75 billion bill aimed at freeing more money for home 
loans and pumping new life into the housing industry The 
legislation is expected to spur construction of 100,000 new 
houses across the United States. The bill will allow the 
federal government to buy conventional mortgates from 
savings and loan associations and other lending in­ 
stitutions, thus pumping more home loan funds into the 
tight money market. The government reported Thursday 
that home building has skidded by more than 50 per cent 
during the last 16 months and fell 14 per cent betw een July 
and August. 


Labor Union President Attacked

THE INDIANA DUNES: Relics of the Ice Age 


About 12,000 years ago when Lake 
Michigan’s basin was first filled by the 


melting glaciers, it extended as far south 
as a hilly barrier near Valparaiso. Sand., 


eroded by wave action from the beaches 
on the northwestern shorelines, was car­ 
ried across the lake by waves and currents 
and was tossed on the southern beaches 


by storms. As the sand dried, prevailing 
westerly winds blew it inland to begin the 


process of dune formation. 


As the ice melted and retreated north­ 


ward, the lake gradually lowered as out­ 
lets were freed o f ice. A t three stages the 
lake maintained its level long enough to 
formi a, beach and a line o f majestic dunes. 


Held in place by vegetation, many of 


these ancient dunes remain—a monument 
to the forces o f wind and water. 


Off-Shore Drilling No 
Harm To Environment 


; 
105 And Still 
Going Strong 


GALVESTON, Tex. (UPI) - 
A two-year study of an oil rich 
area off the Louisiana coast 
indicates offshore drilling and 
production have neither harm­ 
ful nor beneficial effects on the 
environment. 
A group of university-related 
scientists working in the so- 
called "oil patch” in the Gulf of 
Mexico where drilling began in 
1937 said 79 per cent of their 
investigations demonstrated no 
dramatic change in the environ­ 
ment. 
The $1.5 million study was 
sponsored by the Gulf Universi­ 
ties Research Consortium. 
"Probably the main contribu­ 
tion of the study is that in this 
particular environment offshore 
drilling has done no harm, even 
though it has been going on for 
more than 25 years," GURC 
President James M. Sharp said. 
Sharp said the study, cover­ 
ing the Timbalier Bay estaurine 
system and extending offshore 
about 20 miles to the 100-foot 
depth, should not be interpreted 
to mean offshore drilling is 
environmentally harmless in all 
locations. 
Twenty-three scientists work­ 
ing on the project said 21 per 
cent of the research did not 
demonstrate harmful impact 
but required further study 
because of insufficient or 
inconsistent data. 
"Reported concentrations of 


trace and toxic metals present 
no evidence of biological hazard 
and are below the levels 
promulgated as being harmful 
to living things,” the report 
said.

•OLD IKK»’ CAN T<M> LEARN 
It m ay be true, as the Pennsylvania Dutch saying has 
it, that “ we get too soon old and too late sm a rt.” 


But it is not true that getting older necessarily m eans 
losing w hatever sm arts you. have. 


The commonly held belief that we hit a m ental peak at 
about age 17 and then go downhill for the rest of our lives 
is a myth, says Dr. Lissy F. Jarvik, a professor of 
psychiatry at the University of California in Los Angeles. 


Citing several studies, including her own, of in­ 
tellectual functioning am ong aging populations, she 
m aintains that generally there is no decline in knowledge 
or reasoning ability, not only into the 30s and 40s, but into 
the 60s and 70s as well. 


One continuing study has been following children, 
w ho a re now adults in their 40s. No decline in intellectual 
functioning has been observed. 
Another study has 
followed college students who were first tested at the tim e 
of World W ar II. These people are now in their 50s, and no 
decline has been found. 


The most common com plaint of older people is that 
their m em ory is not as good as it used to be. But when 
learning takes place under laboratory conditions, there is 
equally proficient learning between young and old people 
and m em ory is also often equal. 


Much of what we call loss, of m em ory, says Dr. J a r­ 
vik, m ay be due to inadequate learning in the first place, 
possibly caused by such factors as .hearing difficulty, 
im paired vision, inattention or trying to learn too fast. 


In addition, she says, m ental deterioration among 
older people is often a sym ptom of depression. Mental 
alertness can often be restored sim ply by supplying 
counseling, psychotherapy or anti-depressant medicine. 


There is also a stereotyped idea about older people 
and loss of memory, says Dr.. Jarvik, and old people are 
as guilty of it as young ones. 


For instance, when an older person puts something 
som ew here and can ’t find it later, we say it is “ because of 
age.” 


Ah, but when a young person does the sam e thing, 
some other excuse is offered and the failure of mem ory is 
ignored.

As early as 1764, Hoosier 
Indians were known to have 
apples and peaches growing in 
n o rth ern 
In diana,

peaches and apples at trading 
posts. By 
1815, residents of 
Harmony specialized in grafting 
fruit trees. The Indiana Hor­ 
ticultural. Society was formed 
in 1860 as one of the m idwest’s 
earliest state-wide agriculture 
groups. 


'The first report of 'the State 
Bureau of Statistics, issued in 
1879. 
said.: 
apples, 
peaches, 
pears, grapes and small fruits 
are so commonly abundant and 
cheap that no one but an expert 
can afford to cultivate them for 
m arket sale.” Fruit production 
that year was $2.75 million in the 
state, increasing to well over $3 
million today. A good part of the 


growth in the state is credited to 
Johnny Appleseed, who spent 15 
years of his life establishing and 
tending nurseries in Northern 
Indiana. This is the 200th an­ 
niversary of his birth.

Asking 
price for cocoa beans is double a 
year ago. Soybeans, used to

Many Christians seem to find 
the will of God a most difficult 
thing to discern. Some want to 
know if there are some special 
techniques by which they find 
His will. Others ask for what 
they term 
“a few practical 
guide-lines” by which they can 
determ ine the divine direction, 
for their lives. 


Today and tomorrow let us 
discuss the question: “How can 
I find God’s will?” 


First, by not making it so 
hard. Too m any of us too often 
just presum e that God’s will is 
going to turn out to be a tough 
way to go! Now why do we think 
that? Sometimes He does ask 
difficult and costly decisions of 
us... But unless we are already 
clear in our understanding of 
what is best, let us not assum e 
that of two paths open to us, the 
one 
m ore 
d ep ressing 
and 
demanding and dangerous is 
necessarily His will. Now, it just 


may be that one happens to be 
the will of God. But. to pre-judge 
it so is to m ake God out to be a 
cruel and sad istic kind of 
Person, lacking in compassion 
and concern for our happiness 
and well-being. 


Did you ever stop to think that 
God’s will might be the most 
a ttra c tiv e , 
exciting 
and 
rewarding way? Really now, 
God’s will just might be fun! 
Why not? Is there anygiing 
inconsistent with the Christian 
way in such a thought? 


Secondly, we find God’s will 
be wanting it me st. If we have 
not already decided that we will 
do God’s will even before we 
find out what it is, there is no 
need to bother about talking it 
over or seeding it out. We m ust 
decide that we will do it whether 
we like it or not. We’ll delight in 
it on the basis that, it is His will, 
and therefore it is good.

The “wise men" joined with 
the priests and prophets in 
moulding the cultural life oí 
Israel.

In 
Egypt and Babylonia men of 
this group had official positions 
in the government— they were 
the “experts” of their day. In

judgment usually create much 
misery for them selves and 
others.

The pastor is 
surely worth of his hire and 
God’s house must be kept in 
decent repair. We are com m an­ 
ded to give cheerfully. But there 
is one other reason for offering 


our money up to alm ighty God. 
Our giving is also an ex­ 
pression of our love for Christ 
and what he has done fot us.

Compared 
to

millions, we live in the lap of 
luxury. In addition the spiritual 
benefits we have through faith 
in Christ - his life, suffering and 
death - are m ore than enough to 
make us thankful to God for 
what we give Him week by 
week.

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Humane Device For Killing 
Coyotes May Restore Banning

WASHINGTON (UP!) - A 
new device for killing coyotes 
more humanely may restore a 
government banned poison for 
use in western states where the 
predators are inflicting heavy 
losses on cattle and sheep. 
Sodium cyanide was one of 
three 
poisons 
banned 
for 
interstate shipment and effec­ 
tively removed from use on 
both private and public lands 
for livestock predator control in 
March, 1972. 
But development of a more 
humane device for applying it 
to coyotes may result in its 
comeback, says Environmental 
Protection Agency staff assist­ 
ant Kitty Schirmer. 
The 
M-44 
device, 
which 
delivers a deadly capsule to 
coyotes pulling on 
a baited 
trap, is now being tested in 
Texas, California, South Dako­ 


ta, Montana, Idaho, Kans 
and 
N ebraska. 
Banning of sodium chloride 
along with the poisons Com­ 
pound 
1080 and 
strychnine 
resulted 
in complaints from 
Western congressmen, gover­ 
nors, 
wool producers 
and 
citizens that the coyote popula­ 
tion 
began increasing 
and 
causing heavy damage to cattle 
and sheep herds, she said. 
The principal considerations 
in 
EPA’s 
eventual 
decision, 
Miss .Schirmer said, are wheth­ 
er the M-44 is effective and 
whether it harms the environ­ 
ment. 
The M-44 consists of a spring 
loaded 
tube 
placed 
in 
the 
ground and covered with a 
piece of scented material that 
attracts coyotes. When a coyote 
pulls 
on 
the 
material, 
the 
spring triggers and discharges 
a capsule of sodium cyanide 


into the anim al's mouth. 
When sodium cyanide mixes 
with 
the coyote’s 
saliva, 
it 
creates a gas and the animal 
dies within 15 to 20 seconds, a 
more humane death than that 
caused by Compound 1080 and 
strychnine. 
Those two poisons, said Miss 
S chirm er, 
inflicted 
“ long, 
agonizing” 
deaths 
on 
the 
coyotes and rem ained potent 
enough to harm other animals. 
But sodium cyanide disap­ 
pears fajst from, the coyote’s 
body, causing less chance for a 
“secondary poisoning effect” on 
other predators, she said. 
The M-44 experiment will run 
through June, 1975, and unless 
the EPA “gets some very good 
data this fall,” Miss Schirmer 
said, no action will be taken to 
make sodium cyanide available 
again 
until 
sometime 
next 
spring. 


Proof Obtained Of India’s 


Nuclear Development Effort 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
congressman 
claimed 
today 
there is documented proof that 
India, contrary to its earlier 
denials, has begun a program 
to develop a missile system 
capable 
of 
delivering 
the 
nuclear weapons it now has. 
Rep. Stanford Parris, R-Va , 
said documents found by his 
staff 
“indicated 
that 
India 
intends to spend 1218 million 
during the period 1970 to 1980 
for such things as the develop­ 
ment of a launch vehicle, the 
development of 
solid 
rocket 
propellant 
and 
high 
perfor­ 
mance missile tracking sys­ 
tem s.” 
Parris said that he and Sen. 
Marlow 
Cook, 
R-Ky., 
had 
introduced a bill to cut off U.S. 
aid to India until it signs the 
nuclear nonproliferation treaty. 
“At the time we introduced 
that 
legislation, 
the 
Indian 
governm ent stated that they 
'had joined the ranks of nuclear 
powers 
purely 
for 
peaceful 
purposes," said Parris. 


“They (India) said proof of 
their peaceful intent could be 
found in the fact that they had 
no delivery system, for nuclear 
weapons. 
That 
just 
doesn't 
happen to be the case,” he 
said. 


Parris also said he discussed 
the situation with U.S.. Ambas­ 
sador to India, Patrick Moyni- 
han, 
“and 
the 
ambassador 
verified to me that the India 
missile 
program 
is 
under 
development and he expressed 
strong concern 
over 
India's 
increasing nuclear capability.” 


Parris said 80 per cent of 
India's population is suffering 
from malnutrition and because 
of that “the United States has 
provided India with more than 
$10 billion in foreign aid in 
recent years.” 


"How much of those funds is 
being diverted from programs 
to assist the people of that 
nation into other programs to 
finance nuclear development?” 
Parris asked.

Kelly Calls For 


More FBI Agents

WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI 
Director C larence M. Kelley 
says the nation needs more FBI 
agents to keep track of what he 
calls an 
alarming 
influx of 
Soviet bloc intelligence agents 
in the United States. 
“The increased influx must 
be for some purpose,” Kelley 
said. “ I'm not going to do any 
flag waving but if you are in a 
fight with your neighbor and 
see him out skipping rope and 
punching a bag, you had better 
do some of that yourself." 
Ideally, Kelley told a news 
conference Wednesday, there 
would be at least one FBI agent 
for each Soviet bloc agent but a 
“ fourfold” 
increase 
in. 
the 
number of Soviet-bloc intelli­ 
gence gatherers in this country 
during the past 15 years means 
this is no longer possible. 
“The 
percentage 
of 
them 
over our capability is becoming 
alarming,” Kelley said 
“ There are are a tremendous 
number of visitors, students," 
Kelley said. “Any one of them 
could be (a spy) and I feel 
many are.” 
He 
said 
they 
can 
be 
performing 
many 
functions 
other than ferreting out classi­ 
fied information, including the 
“psychological aspects" of the 
country concerning foreign poli­ 
cy issues. 
Asked if he would urge that 
the 
number 
of 
visitors 
be 
decreased. 
Kelley 
declined 
comment. 
“ You’re coming into the area 
of detente,” he said. 
Kelley would not specify the 
number of either FBI agents or 
suspected 
Soviet 
intelligence 
operatives, but said the agen­ 
cy’s 8,000 agents are spending 
about one-fourth of their time 
on the combined, problem of 
both 
national 
and 
domestic 
security.

The new law will limit any 
single presidential candidate's 
total spending to $32 million. 
Because the law also permits 
any candidate to spend up to 
$12 
million 
in 
presidential 
primaries and provides some 
funds for minor parties and 
conventions, grand total spend­ 
ing in 1976 conceivably could 
approach $1.00 million. 
That might not seem like 
much of a reform compared to 
the estim ated $125 million spent 
by all presidential candidates in 
1972, but in light of the 25 per 
cent (also estim ated) spending 
increases in each of the last 
two presidential cam paigns, it 
has dramatic inflation-stopping 
possibilities. 
In perm itting the bulk of this 
money —up to $25 million for 
each candidate —to come from 
the federal Treasury instead of 
private pockets, the law elim i­ 
nates the need for the kind, of 
crude 
pressure 
dozens 
of 
business 
executives 
reported 
was applied to get, 'donations 
two years ago. 
And the public financing of 
presidential 
cam paigns 
also 
gives 
candidates 
a 
kind 
of 
freedom they haven’t had for 
years. 
Right or wrong. Sen. George 
McGovern felt the strongest 
pressure to dump Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton from his ticket in 1972 
cam e 
from 
cam paign 
con­ 
tributors. 
Presidential candidates who 
decide to use public funds in 
the future will still have to 
speak to voters and their own 
parties, but no longer will the 
big stick be in the hands of the 
cam paign donors. 
Finally, the new law’s provi­ 


sion for a full time, independent, 
election law enforcement agen­ 
cy is a departure almost as 
striking as the public financing 
feature. 
Enforcement in the past has 
been a joke, residing principal­ 
ly in the politically appointed 
functionaries of Congress and 
in a Justice Department that 
simply 
had no appetite 
for 
election law prosecutions. 
There was a distinct improve­ 
m ent after the 1.971 law put. 
presidential campaign finance 
enforcement under the General 
Accounting 
Office, 
and 
the 
creation of a new agency to 
take over that function along 
with policing of congressional 
campaigns could become the 
most effective reform of all.

The business tax credit is a 
favorite of conservative econo­ 
mists.

What President Ford would 
take away from business in the 
way of anti-inflation tax in­ 
creases, he more than gives 
back to businessm en, fn the 
form of anti-recession tax cuts.

President’s - economic 
program goes in two directions 
at the same time. But that's 
because the economy is moving 
both 
ways—toward 
inflation 
and recession simultaneously. 
The business tax proposals

To fight inflationary press­

5 per cent. That would cut 
business profits by $2.1 billion.
